Be  it  known  That  whereas  Curtis  Guild,  Wil- 
liam Clarence  Burrage,  John  P.  Woodbury,  Wil- 
liam S.  Hills,  John  Murray  Brown,  Loren  G. 
DuBois,  Edward  M.  Jewett,  Jno.  E.  Devlin, 
Zachary  T  Hollingsworth,  W.  E.  Field  and 
Sumner  Hollingsworth,  have  associated  them- 
selves with  the  intention  of  forming  a  corporation 
under  the  name  of  The  Club  of  Odd  Volumes  of 
Boston,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  literary  and 
artistic  tastes,  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
place  for  social  meetings  and  a  reference  library, 
occasional  exhibits  of  a  special  and  instructive 
character  and  publishing  rare  prints  and  books 
relating  to  historical  and  literary  matters,  and 
have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes 
of  this  Commonwealth  in  such  case  made  and  pro- 
vided, as  appears  from  the  certificate  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Treasurer  and  Clerk,  and  Directors  of  said 
corporation,  duly  approved  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Corporations,  and  recorded  in  this  office. 
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Now,  Therefore,  I,  Henry  B.  Peirce,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  do 
hereby  certify  that  said  C.  Guild,  TV.  C.  Bur- 
rage,  /.  P.  Woodbury,  W.  S.  Hills,  J,  M.  Brown, 
L.  G.  DuBois,  E.  M*  Jewett,  J.  E.  Devlin,  Z.  T. 
Hollingsworth,  W.  E.  Field  and  &  Hollings- 
worth,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  legally

CONSTITUTION 


i 

*-  NAME 

The  title  of  this  Club  shall  be  The  Club  of 
Odd  Volumes. 

II 

OBJECTS 

This  Club  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  promot- 
ing literary  and  artistic  tastes,  establishing  and 
maintaining  a  place  for  social  meetings  and  a 
reference  library,  providing  occasional  exhibits 
of  a  special  and  instructive  character,  and  pub- 
lishing rare  prints  and  books  relating  to  histori- 
cal and  literary  matters. 

Ill 

MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Candidates  for  membership  shall  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  men  sincerely  in- 
terested in  the  objects  named.  Any  person  duly 
elected  a  member  shall,  upon  accepting  his  elec- 
tion in  writing,  and  paying  his  admission  fee 
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and  assessment  for  the  current  half  year,  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  membership,  provided  such  acts  shall  be 
performed  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of 
such  election. 

2.  Persons  elected  members  of  the  Club  during 
the  months  of  June  and  December  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  the  assessment  for  the  current 
half  year. 

3.  The  number  of  resident  members,  at  any  one 
time,  shall  not  exceed  fifty-one. 

IV 

GOVERNMENT 

1 .  The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President, 
a  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  and  Nine  Directors,  who 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Club.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  December,  and  shall  hold  office  from  the 
first  day  of  January  following,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  have  accepted  office. 
The  President  and  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  year.  At  the  Annual 
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Meeting  in  1 903  three  Directors  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  three  Directors  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  three  Directors  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  and  thereafter  at  each  Annual  Meet- 
ing three  Directors  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
three  years,  to  fill  the  vacancies  then  occurring 
in  said  office.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office  a  Director  shall  not  be  eligible  for  reelec- 
tion for  one  year  thereafter.  The  President,  or 
in  his  absence  one  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club. 

2.  The  offices  of  Clerk  and  Treasurer  may  be 
held  by  one  person. 

3.  If  the  office  of  the  President  or  of  the  Clerk 
or  Treasurer  becomes  vacant,  the  Executive 
Committee  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Club  to  fill  such  vacancy.  If  any  other  vacancy 
shall  occur,  the  Executive  Committee  may  fill 
the  same. 


BY-LAWS 


i 

CLERK  AND  TREASURER 

1.  The  Clerk  shall  give  notice  by  mail  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Club;  he  shall  notify  members 
of  all  persons  elected,  and  such  persons  of  their 
election ;  he  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the 
Club's  official  documents,  conduct  its  correspond- 
ence, and  keep  the  Records  and  Minutes  of  the 
meetings. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  col- 
lecting and  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Club  and 
their  disbursement,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  shall  keep  an  account 
thereof  and  exhibit  the  same  at  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

II 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the 
management  and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Club  and  its  property,  including  the  supervision 
of  all  publications  issued  by  the  Club,  but  shall 
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have  no  power  to  contract  any  debt  in  the  name 
of  the  Club  beyond  an  amount  that  may  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  except  it  be  author- 
ized by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
at  a  regular  meeting,  notice  by  mail  of  the  de- 
sired appropriation  having  been  given  by  the 
Clerk  to  each  member  seven  days  in  advance  of 
said  meeting. 

2.  The  names  of  all  candidates  proposed  for  ad- 
mission shall  be  received  and  acted  upon  by  this 
Committee. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  a 
Librarian. 

Ill 

LIBRARIAN 

1 .  The  Librarian  shall  have  the  charge  of  all 
books,  papers,  prints,  manuscripts  or  publica- 
tions of  the  Club,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  provide  for  the  pur- 
chase, acceptance  and  safe-keeping  of  the  same. 

2.  No  article,  with  the  custody  of  which  the  Lib- 
rarian is  charged,  shall  be  removed  from  the  Club 
Rooms  without  the  consent  of  the  Executive 
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Committee,  and  no  picture,  ornament  or  work  of 
art  shall  be  placed  in  the  Club  Rooms,  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

IV 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

1.  The  election  of  members  shall  be  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  which  for  this  purpose 
shall  constitute  a  committee  on  elections.  All 
proposals  for  membership  must  be  made  to  such 
committee  in  writing,  signed  by  two  members  of 
the  Club,  setting  forth  the  name,  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  the  qualifications  for  membership  of 
the  person  proposed.  Upon  receipt  of  such  pro- 
posal for  membership  the  Clerk  shall  notify  each 
member  of  the  Club  by  mail,  giving  the  name 
of  the  person  proposed  for  membership,  and  the 
names  of  his  sponsors.  The  name  of  any  person 
proposed  for  membership  shall  not  be  voted  upon 
by  the  committee  until  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  the  mailing  of  such  notice. 

2.  Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  Executive  Committee  when  acting  as  a  com- 
mittee on  elections. 
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3.  All  elections  by  the  committee  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  if  the  committee  shall  unanimously 
accept  the  person  proposed  as  a  suitable  person 
for  membership,  due  notice  of  his  election  shall 
be  forthwith  given  by  the  Clerk  to  such  person, 
and  to  each  member  of  the  Club. 

4.  No  person  proposed  for  membership  who 
shall  fail  of  election  shall  be  again  balloted  for 
within  six  months. 

V 

NON-RESIDENT  AND  HONORARY 
MEMBERS 

1 .  Persons  not  exceeding  twenty  in  number  hav- 
ing no  residence  or  place  of  business  in  Boston 
or  within  fifty  miles  therefrom  may  be  admitted 
to  membership  in  the  Club  upon  the  payment  of 
one  half  the  rates  of  admission  fees  and  annual 
assessments,  provided  that  when  such  non-resi- 
dent member  shall  cease  to  belong  to  that  class 
by  change  of  residence  or  place  of  business,  he 
shall  thereupon  be  liable  to  pay  the  residue  of 
the  admission  fee,  and  thereafter  to  pay  full  an- 
nual assessments. 

n 
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Non-resident  members  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  resident  members,  except  that 
they  shall  not  be  eligible  for  office,  and  in  the 
event  of  a  dissolution  of  the  Club  the  interest  of 
a  non-resident  member  in  its  property,  effects 
and  assets  shall  be  a  half  share  only. 
2.  Honorary  members  to  the  number  of  five  may 
be  admitted  to  the  Club  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  election  of  members.  They  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  admission  fees  and  annual  assessments, 
shall  have  no  vote  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Club, 
nor  any  interest  in  its  property,  but  shall  be  en- 
titled to  subscribe  to  the  Club  publications. 

VI 

ADMISSION  FEES  AND  ANNUAL 
ASSESSMENTS 

1.  There  shall  be  an  admission  fee  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  an  annual  assessment  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  paid  by  each  member. 

2.  The  annual  assessment  shall  be  payable  one 
half  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  one  half  on 
the  first  day  of  July.  Due  notice  by  mail  of  the 
same  shall  be  given  to  each  member  by  the  Treas- 
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urer,  and  the  name  of  any  member  delinquent  on 
the  first  day  of  March  and  September  respectively 
shall  be  reported  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  for  such  action  as  it  may  deem 
expedient ;  and  the  Committee  may  declare  the 
membership  of  such  delinquent  member  forfeited. 

VII 

RESIGNATIONS 

1 .  Any  member  may  resign  from  the  Club  after 
payment  of  all  dues  by  giving  written  notice  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  Upon  the  death  or 
resignation  of  a  member  all  his  right,  title  and 
interest  in  the  property  of  the  Club  shall  vest  in 
the  Club. 

2.  Resignations  must  be  made  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  or  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June,  or  the  member  will  be  liable  for  the  dues 
of  the  ensuing  half  year. 

VIII 

FORFEITURE  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

1 .  Any  two  members  may  present  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  written  charges  subscribed  by 
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themselves  against  any  other  member,  and  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  Executive  Committee  on  in- 
quiry, after  notice  to  the  member  so  charged  and 
an  opportunity  given  him  to  be  heard  in  his  de- 
fence, that  his  conduct  has  endangered  or  is  likely 
to  endanger  the  good  order,  welfare  or  character 
of  the  Club,  or  is  at  variance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  may  by  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
its  members  declare  his  membership  forfeited. 

2.  A  forfeiture  shall  operate  to  vest  in  the  Club 
all  right,  title  and  interest  of  such  expelled  mem- 
ber in  and  to  the  property,  effects  and  assets 
thereof. 

IX 

NOMINATION  AND  ELECTION  OF 
OFFICERS  1 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  in  November, 
a  Committee  of  three  members  shall  be  chosen 
to  nominate  candidates  for  office  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Clerk, 
and  he  shall  send  a  list  by  mail  of  the  candidates 
nominated  to  each  member  seven  days  before  the 
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Annual  Meeting ;  all  elections  of  officers  shall  be 
by  ballot ;  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  pre- 
sent shall  constitute  an  election. 

X 

MEETINGS 

1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be 
held  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month,  ex- 
cepting June,  July,  August  and  September,  at 
such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  The  December  meeting  shall 
be  the  Annual  Meeting  and  shall  be  held  in  Bos- 
ton on  the  third  Wednesday  in  December  at  eight 
o'clock  P.  M. 

The  order  of  business  at  Annual  Meetings  shall 
be  as  follows : 

1 .  Reading  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting. 

2.  Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

3 .  Report  of  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  Committees. 

5.  Report  of  Librarian. 

6.  Election  of  Officers. 

7.  Any  other  business. 

The  Executive  Committee  may,  when  occasion 
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requires,  change  the  date  of  any  regular  meeting 
except  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  may  call  special 
meetings,  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  thereof  to 
be  stated  in  the  notice  therefor. 

2.  Should  a  regular  meeting  or  the  Annual 
Meeting  fall  upon  a  legal  holiday,  said  meeting 
shall  be  held  at  such  time  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  appoint. 

3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Any  member  may  invite  a  guest  to  a  meeting 
of  the  Club,  except  on  occasions  when  this  privi- 
lege is  suspended  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  shall  hold  meetings  from 
time  to  time  at  the  call  of  its  Chairman,  and  in 
the  event  of  his  failure  to  convene  the  same  the 
meeting  may  be  called  by  any  two  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

XI 

-  ABSENCE 

A  member  who  intends  to  be  absent  from  the 
country  for  one  or  more  calendar  years  may,  on 
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giving  notice  to  the  Executive  Committee,  be  dis- 
charged from  liability  for  half  his  dues  during 
such  absence. 

XII 

DISSOLUTION  OF  THE  CLUB 

The  Club  may  dissolve  by  a  resolution  passed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members,  voting  at 
a  meeting  specially  called  for  the  purpose,  notice 
having  been  given  thirty  days  in  advance. 

XIII 

ALTERATIONS  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION 

AND  BY-LAWS 

Alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
may  be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided 
notice  of  the  proposed  alterations  shall  have  been 
given  at  the  previous  regular  meeting,  and  pro- 
vided, also,  that  a  notice  by  mail  of  the  proposed 
alterations  shall  have  been  sent  by  the  Clerk  to 
each  member  at  least  seven  days  before  the  time 
assigned  for  acting  thereon.

A  BRIEF  RECORD  OF 
THE  YEAR 


Early  in  the  year  1910,  in  response  to  the  ex- 
pressed desire  of  many  of  its  members,  The  Club 
of  Odd  Volumes  decided  to  establish  itself  and 
its  collections  in  permanent  headquarters,  and 
found  a  satisfactory  location  for  its  purposes  at 
50  Mount  Vernon  Street.  The  Club-house  was 
formally  opened  to  members  on  the  occasion  of 
the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  March  1 6,  since 
when  it  has  been  the  scene  of  many  gatherings 
both  formal  and  informal. 
On  March  24,  through  the  courtesy  of  our  asso- 
ciate, Mr.  F.  J .  Libbie,  an  exhibition  was  given  of 
rare  books  and  bindings  from  the  library  of  our 
late  associate,  Mr.  Amor  L.  Hollingsworth. 
The  house  was  opened  on  the  afternoons  of  March 
29  and  April  5  for  the  reception  and  entertain- 
ment of  ladies,  by  invitation  of  members  of  the 
Club.  A  series  of  informal  gatherings  on  Thurs- 
day afternoons  has  been  established,  when  tea  is 
served  between  the  hours  of  four  and  six  o'clock.

quent attendant  and  welcome  companion  at  our

1887-88,  1894 

One  of  our  earliest  members,  President  1896— 
1909,  graceful  and  inimitable  presiding  offecer 
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with  ready  wit  and  well  stored  mind,  ardent  col- 
lector in  varied  fields,  author,  antiquary,  active 
member  of  many  antiquarian  and  historical 
societies,  keenly  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Club.
